West Jaya 


1. On 3 March, a clash between guerrillas and Dutch troops at Kalikea, four 
kilometers outside of Cheribon, resulted in 25 casualties for the guerrillas, 
Similar activity also took place at Plered and Mandirantjen, during which 
five guerrillas were captured, 


By. On 4 March, terrorists attacked Dutch police outposts in the vicinity of Patik= 
radja, south of Purwokerto. Two guerrillas were killed, 

36 On 4 March, a truck, loaded with 25 bales of rice and other articles, was 
stopped by a band of 60 armed men near Pamututan, All the goods were stolen, 

deo On 5 March, the hilis in the Tjiawigebang section were centers of guerrilla 
activity. 

5. On 6 March, the Linggasari estate, near Bodjonglopang in the Sukabumi area 


was attacked by a band of 100 armed terrorists, The estate guard of 20 men 
fled, whereupon the attackers pillaged the area and Gestroyed five tons of 
rubber, 


66 On 11 March, one plane,which had been active above Purwakarta,was shot dow, 
presumably by guerrillas. 


To On 12 March, read traffic between Tjiawi and Tjiandjur was halted as a result 
of the destruction of a bridge between the two tows. 


8, On 14 March, guerrillas attacked Sukabumi, destroying several homes. Cn the same 
day, a truck was attacked near Sukabumi by a group of men armed with Lee-knfield 
and Sten guns, 


9. ' On 19 March, a wall~armed guerrilla band of 100 men attacked a Dutch military 
patrol consisting of ten men, at Pondokase, five kilometers from Tjitjurug., On 
the arrival of Dutch reinforcements, the guerrillas, etreated, leaving behind — 
two dead. On the same day, train connection betweerliSukabumi and Buitengorg was 
disrupted as a result of the destruction of a bridge by the guerrillas. 
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On 2] March, a rubber factory in Krandji, 15 kilometers east of Batavia 
was attacked by a band of 30 well-armed men, One employee of the factory was 
killed, ’

On 23 March, guerrillas, armed with mortars and automatic weapons, attacked 
the town of Cheribon, after having forewarned the populace that the town 
would be attacked. 


On 24 March, it was reported by a Pasundan Government official that Major 
Achmad Wiranata Kusuma had been made responsible for the military security of 
the area between Bandung and Garut, the government to supply the equipment. 


Middle Java 


On 7 March, the Singosaren area of Solo was raided by an armed band which 
killed two Dutch soldiers. Several houses were burned, 


On 15 March, the guerrillas delivered a mortar attack on the town of Muntilan, 
in Gunung Ketur, a village near Jogjakarta, a teacher was killed by guerrillas 
who, later in the same evening, raided four Chinese houses in the village of 
Dagen*® , 


On 15 Narch, guerrillas attacked the town of Sumpiuh during the night, burned 
ten houses, the post office and the railway station. Shortly following this attack, | 
the village of Tambak was also raided, - 


.On 18 March, the tow of Gombong was attacked during the early morning hours 
by an armed band of guerrillas, 


On 21 March, railway communications between Trowongan Idju* and Gombong were 
disrupted when guerrillas blew up the tracks, On the same day, guerrillas 
attacked an estate train near the town of Djatibarang. 


On 22 March, two trucks were ambushed by guerrillas near Sampang village, 
between Purwokerto and Tjilatjap. After killing one passenger, the guerrillas 
set fire to the truck, 


On 26 March, disengaged rails near Djapanan caused the train from Magelang te 
Muntilan to be delayed,
